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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant states that the claims have been amended to replace "isotonic reagent" with "water-soluble inorganic 
salts". Applicant argues that support for each of the amended claims is found in the instant application as well in the priority document, 
Korean application KR 10-2003-0037060. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. The newly amended claims would require further 
review and consideration of definitions and inconsistencies in the instant specification and Korean application KR 10-2003-0037060. The 
newly amended claims, in view of the definitions, would require a new search, which could possibly modify and/or change the pending 
rejections. 
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
